COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
The Ohio Senate has a v ote ten­ 
tativ ely set for Wed nesd ay on a 
bill that wou ld giv e 18-y ear-old s 
the legal right to d o ev ery thing 
their p arents d o ex cep t d rink. 
The bill, sp onsored by Sen. 
Stanley Aronoff, R-8 Cincinnati, 
makes 18 the age of majority 
and resp onsibility . The v oting 
age was lowered to 18 last Ju ne 
when 
Ohio 
ratified 
the 26 th 
amend ment to the U.S. Con­ 
stitu tion. 
Aronoff’s 
bill 
originally in­ 
clu d ed a p rov ision that wou ld 
hav e allowed 
18-y ear-old s 
to 
bu y 
alcohoic 
bev erages, 
bu t 
that p art was stricken in com­ 
mittee, and Aronoff said he’d 
rather sav e the rest of the bill 
than fight the alteration. 
The Hou se, meanwhile, has a 
v ote set tod ay on a $239 million 
cap ital imp rov ements bill to fi- 
to hav e cau sed last y e a rs ov er- 
nance state bu ild ing p rojects. 
The bill has the backing of 
the Giiligan ad ministration and 
su p p lements an earlier camp - 
ital imp rov ements p ackage d e­ 
v elop ed in the legislatu re that 
total« ! $4 25 million.

viruses associated with th e cold to 
develop antidotes for all of th em in 
vaccines. 
“ Wh en we first started working on 


th e problem ,” said Dr. Doraland J. 
Davis, director of th e National Institute 
of Allergy and Infectious Diseases, “ we 


h oped th at one or two 
o f m ay be 10 


viruses would be th e most common 
causes and th en we migh t h ave h oped 
to develop a preventive vaccine.” 


Instead, 113 cold viruses h ave been 
identified so far, and estim ates are th at 
as m any as 100 m ore m ay rem ain to 
be discovered. Putting up with th e 
miseries of a cold is preferable to being 
stuck like a pincush ion — and th en 
coming down wih h a virus wh ich h as 
not been discovered y et.

•Th e assumption is made th at 
a.good education equals a good 
wh ite-collar job and security , 
wh ile 
poor 
education 
means 
liTuch less pa y in a blue-collar 
job and a much greater likeli­ 
h ood of unemploy ment. 
Sh rewd observers of employ - 
mient trends now realize th at 
wh ile th is is often so, it isn’t 
necessarily 
so. 
Blue-collar 
workers are capable of making 
"big” money , wh ile some pro­ 
fessionals arc with out jobs. 
Moreover, as mobiic Ameri­ 
cans seek to scramble up th e

Is it possible to be allergic 
to an insect with out being bitten 
by one? 
Mrs. F.S., N.C. 
D*» ar Mrs. S.: 
My readers may th ink y our 
question is an odd one, but it 
isn’t. Besides severe reactions 
to th e sting or bite of an insect, 
many people h ave an allergic 
reaction from touch ing th em or 
even inh aling th e dust th at falls 
off th eir wings. 
Wh en we th ink of th c number 
of wasps and oth er insects like 
bees, fleas, beetles, caterpillars, 
spiders, ticks, mites, and flics, 
we can understand 
wh y th e 
American Academy of Allergy 
actually h as an Insect Com* 
m i t t ee. 
It 
h as 
classified 
th ousands of 
insects 
and 
is 
compiling 
more 
and 
more 
knowledge about insect 
bites 
th at may cause severe allergic 
responses. 
TTiis wh ole subject is suf­ 
ficiently important to ex tend my

answer 
to 
include 
way s 
of before tox ic reactions occur. It 
preventing 
insect 


travel a 
great deal, an in­ 
secticide bomb carried in th e 
car is good protection. 
Dr. Howard Rapaport in h is 
ex cellent book, "Th e Complete 
Allergy Guide,” say s th at if y ou 
take a vitamin B capsule every 
day during th e "insect” season, 
y ou arc less likely to bc bitten. 
If one is bitten by a bee, a 
h ornet or y ellow jacket, rush 
out of th e area and awray from 
th e 
assailant 
because 
many 
insects 
bite 
more th an once. 
Wash th e area with a mild 
antiseptic solution or with soap 
and water. 
Ice or an ice cube applied 
directly to th e site of th e sting 
will relieve th e pain and reduce 
th e swelling. Do not use h eat 
because th e tox ins injected by 
th e bite may be more rapidly 
absorbed.

our involvement in th e war in 
South east Asia. At th is late date 
we are still involved and getting 
more so as th e day s go by . 
Over 20,000 American boy s h ave 
died in th at war since Nix on 
h as been 
president. 
Wh en

broken promise results in th e 
loss 
of th at 
many 
lives 
it 
bcomes 
a 
matter 
bey ond 
toleration. 
A few weeks ago Nix on went 
to Communist Ch ina, a nation 
ly ing just across th e border of 
N or t h 
Vietnam. 
Television 
viewers saw h im smiling and 
apparently enjoy ing th e com­ 
pany of h is 
h osts wh ile just

of 
h im 
lanquish ed 
American prisoners of War in 
Viet Cong prison camps. If, as 
is said, misery loves company , 
th en th ose prisoners h ave Nix on

Rockefeller vetoed th c repeal. 
Th e argument over abortion 
is a profound one, and touch es 
us 
at 
every 
level 
of 
our 
ex istence. In New York and 
elsewh ere it sh arply cry stallizes 
eth nic 
politics. 
Jews, 
th ough 
certainly not universally , tend 
to be in favor of liberalized 
abortion. Most Protestants are 
in favor. Cath olics tend to be 
against 
it. 
Th us 
President 
Nix on's 
letter 
to 
Cardinal 
Cooke, 
made 
public 
sh ortly 
before th e Legislature voted, 
could plausibly be interpreted 
as an attempt on Nix on’s part 
to mend fences with th c h eavily 
Cath olic New York Conservative 
Pariy , wh ich h as been down on 
Nix on since h is visit to Peking. 
"I 
would 
personally 
like 
to 
associate my self.” Nix on wrote 
to 
th e 
cardinal, 
“ with 
con­ 
victions y ou deeply feel and 
eloquently ex press.” 
Certainly Nix on’s letter h as 
political significance. But it is 
also clear, I th ink, th at Nix on 
h imself is actually opposed to 
liberal 
abortion 
laws. 
Last 
April, 
in 
ordering 
military 
h ospitals to conform to state 
laws on th e subject, Nix on went 
out of h is way to comment th at 
"from 
personal and religious 
beliefs” 
h e 
was 
opposed 
to 
abortion. It is nut so clear wh at 
r e l i g i ous doctrines Nix on 
referred to, since h e remains 
a Quaker, but one infers th at 
h e h olds to wh at was once a 
traditional Protestant 
position 
against 
abortion, 
and 
th at, 
furth ermore, 
h e 
h as 
non- 
religious or "personal” eth ical 
objections. 
But th e subject is a knotty 
one, since both opponents of th e 
liberal 
laws 
and 
th ose 
wh o 
support th em make a number 
of valid points. First of all, th e 
familiar argument — it was 
made to 
me 
recently by 
a 
faculty colleague of Women’s 
Lib ty pe: th at "a woman h as 
th e righ t to do as sh e wish es 
with h er own body ” — com­ 
pletely begs th e point. For th e 
issue in question, th e subject 
of 
th e 
wh ole 
argument, 
is 
wh eth er th e fetus is, in fact, 
h er own 
body 
or 
someone 
else’s. 
S i m p l y 
upon 
inspection, 
moreover, th e fetus is dearly 
in 
a 
different 
category , for 
ex ample, from 
h er toe, 
th c 
ultimate disposition of wh ich no 
one would care to regulate. And 
even th e liberal laws concede 
th is point. We don’t, th at is, 
h ave even liberal laws about 
h er toe. 
Moreover, it is difficult to 
look at ph otograph s of even a 
very

fetus 
and 
not 
recognize in it th e lineaments 
of a 
h uman 
being.

Va.

Th e national American Party 
will h old its 197 2 presidential 
nominating convention Aug. 35 
in Louisville, Ky ., it was an­ 
nounced today by T. Coleman 
Andrews 
Jr.

ch airman of th e th ird party or­ 
ganization. 
Th e dates h ad been estab­ 
lish ed by th e ex ecutive com­ 
mittee at its January meeting 
in Ch icago, at wh ich Louisville 
was one of eigh t cities seeking 
th e convention, Andrews said.

But h aving said all th is, it 
is impossible to deny th at th e 
oth er side h as many good points 
to make. Laws against abortion 
do not prevent it. Th ey increase 
th e risks for th c moth er by 
forcing h er into th e h ands of 
quacks. Th ey drive up th e fees. 
Th ey favor th e rich , in a cruel 
way . 


It seems to me th at it is not 
enough for Cardinal Cooke and 
h is colleagues, or for President 
Nix on or for th e oth er opponents 
of abortion simply to assert th e 
moral case against it. If we* 
are going to tell a woman th at 
according to our Laws siie must 
h ave a ch ild sh e does not want, 
th en it would follow th at we 
must make some provision for 
th at unwanted ch ild. Ve sh ould 
be willing to be tax ed for its 
support. Decent circumstances 
sh ould be created for raising 
it. Opponents of abortion ough t 
to put th eir names on a list 
as willing to adopt an unwanted 
ch ild. 
Certainly 
th e 
Roman 
Cath olic Ch urch , wh ich h as led 
th e figh t 
against th e 
liberal 
laws, sh ould also take th c lead 
in 
creating 
th c 
institutions 
wh ich would make its moral 
stance 
plausible 
under 
th e 
conditions of actual ex istence.

develop antidotes for all of them in 
vaccines. 
“When we first started working on 


the problem,” said Dr. Doraland J. 


Davis, director of the National Institute 


of Allergy and Infectious Discases, “we 


hoped that one or two o f maybe IO 


viruses would be the most common 


causes and then we might have hoped 
to develop a preventive vaccine.” 


Instead, 113 cold viruses have been 
identified so far, and estim ates are that 
as many as IOO more may remain to 
be discovered. Putting up with the 
miseries of a cold is preferable to being 
stuck like a pincushion — and then 
coming down wihh a virus which has 
not been discovered yet.

WASHINGTON (A P ) — Ford 
Motor Co.’s 1973 cars cannot be 
certified under current <air-pol- 
lution emission laws, but Con­ 
gress can change the laws to 
permit delivery before certifi­ 
cation. a Nixon administration 
official says. 
But, in the event the law is 
changed, 
Environmental 
Pro­ 
tection Agency head William D. 
Ruckelshaus 
told 
Congress 
Monday, Ford would be faced 
with a costly, large-scale recall 
if the cars did not meet emis- 
sion-control standards. 


As things stand now, Ruck­ 
elshaus said, Ford would be re­ 
quired to start testing 1973 pro­ 
totypes all over again. He said 
new tests would take at least 
three months and will delay by 
that time the normal July start­ 
ing date by which Ford is in 
full 
mass 
production 
for its 
next year’s models. 
This, 
Ruckelshaus 
told 
the 
Senate’s air and water pollution 
subcommitee, 
could 
cause 
shutdowns 
for 
three 
months 
and massive layoffs. 
Ruckelshaus said the reason 
for the situation is that Ford 
technicians 
applied 
unauth­ 
orized maintenance on the fleet 
of prototypes being tested to 
see if they meet antipollution 
standards. 
The tests involve driving the 
cars at 35 miles an hour for 50,- 
000 
miles. 
Ruckelshaus 
said 
certain 
maintenance can 
be 
performed, but not on antipollu­ 
tion 
equipment, 
according 
to 
air pollution laws. He did not 
specify what the maintenance 
was.

Harley O. Staggers, D W.Va., 
told the House Monday. 
The House agreed with the 
Commerce 
Committee 
chair­ 
man, accepting his committee’s 
bill by a vote of 254 to 38. That 
bill directs the Transportation 
Department to set front and 
rear bumper standards aimed 
at saving motorists billions of 
dollars in car repair costs. 
The Senate passed a 
more 
comprehensive hill last Novem­ 
ber by a vote of 89 to 4. Their 
measure 
would 
set 
federal 
standards covering the whole 
vehicle. 
The Nixon administration op­ 
poses

versions,

Auto Repair Cost Measure 


Brings Senate-House Fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate and House agree the 
cost of fixing minor bumps and 
bangs is too high but they are 
in disagreement as to how far 
to 
force 
automakers 
toward 
building tougher oar bodies. 
There’s 
“an everincreasing 
public 
impatience 
with 
the 
.soaring costs incurred in re­ 
pairing 
damage 
to 
vehicles 
which have been involved in 
only 
minor 
collisions,” 
Rep. 
Harley O. Staggers, D W.Va., 
told the House Monday. 
The House agreed with the 
Commerce 
Committee 
chair­ 
man, accepting his committee’s 
bill by a vote of 254 to 38. That 
bill directs the Transportation 
Department to set front and 
rear bumper standards aimed 
at saving motorists billions of 
dollars in car repair costs. 
The vSenate passed a more 
comprehensive hill last Novem 
ber by a vote of 89 to 4. Their 
measure 
would 
set 
federal 
standards covering the whole 
vehicle 
The Nixon administration op­ 
poses 
both 
versions, 
Trans­ 
portation Secretary John 
A. 
Volpi1 
says 
the 
legislation 
“would 
interject 
the 
govern­ 
ment inappropriately into the 
marketplace.” The 
legislation 
also is attacked by automakers. 
While the humper-standards 
hill contains no specific speed 
figure. Staggers 
said he ex­ 
ac te d such standards “ would 
initially he expressed in terms 
of a vehicle s performance in 
five-mile-per hour fixed barrier 
impacts.” 
The legislation would cover 
vehicles made in, or imported 
into, the United States. While 
the hill makes it mandatory 


that bumper standards be set, 
it designates no specific target 
date. 
Other provisions are similar 
in both bills. These include set­ 
ting up a consumer information 
program 
for 
vehicle 
com­ 
parison on repair costs and 
damage susceptibility, creating 
at least five automobile diag­ 
nostic* centers on a pilot basis, 
and putting curbs on the prac­ 
tice of tampering with a car’s 
odometer.

“Tho unanimous rule is one 
of the cornerstones of our jus­ 
tice," Radcliff said.
